HERBERT SIMON HIRSHBERG

Some years ago Mr. Hirshberg happened 
upon the late Miss Mira Partridge, most 
delightful of old-fashioned librarians. She 
recalled to him his being commissioned, 
twenty-five years before, to reorganize the 
cataloguing processes in her library at Natick, 
Mass., and said, “We haven’t changed a 
thing that you started.” 

Mr. Hirshberg has started many useful 
activities during his library career, but being 
above everything progressive, he would not 
claim that most of them had remained un- 
changed through the years in their pristine 
perfection. 

His own start in life came in 1879, when he 
was born in Boston, the son of a wholesale 
shoe merchant. In 1896, after his parents 
had removed to Brookline, he graduated 


from the Brookline High School, and in 1900 
from Harvard College. 

Immediately thereafter the youthful Hirsh- 
berg was engaged to manage a shoe store in 
Worcester for his father. In Worcester he 
put his interest in music to practical use by 
playing the cello evenings in the city’s best 
restaurant. He had played that instrument at 
home since he was a boy, and at Harvard, too, 
as a member of the ancient Pierian Sodality. 

Finding it necessary, after an illness, to 
take up a less active occupation than retailing, 
he picked up stenography, became a clerk in a 
Boston importing house, then for a time was 
a private tutor, and presently decided to 
head for the library profession. 

The Summer School of Library Economy 
at Amherst was then flourishing under Wil- 
liam I. Fletcher. Hirshberg took the summer 
course of 1902. On the strength of this train- 
ing and his Harvard degree and a little ex- 
perience as assistant in the Brookline Public 
Library, he was accepted, after passing the 
required examinations, as cataloguer in the 
Boston Public Library. There he was im- 
mediately put to work cataloguing foreign 
books and (believe it or not) incunabula. 
At the same time he served as a reviser in 
the Simmons College Library School. 

After a year thus variously employed, he 
found it practicable in 1903 to enter the 
New York State Library School as a student, 
and from it he graduated in 1905 with the 
B.L.S. degree. During his second year at 
Albany and for a short time after graduation, 
he was employed by the State Library as 
assistant cataloguer under that admirable 
and exacting expert, Miss Ada Alice Jones. 
Through the following year of 1905-1906 he 
served as an assistant in the Music Division 
of the Library of Congress. 

In 1906 he removed to the Carnegie Library 
of Pittsburgh, where he was employed first 
as cataloguer, then as branch assistant at 
headquarters, and later as Acting Librarian 
of the Mount Washington Branch. It was 
here that he became acquainted with his 
future wife, Miss Blanche Lowe of Meadville, 
a graduate of the Pratt Institute and 
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Carnegie Library Schools, who had become 
Children’s Librarian at the Branch. They 
were married in 1910, and have four sons, 
headed by two indistinguishable twins. 

After two years in Pittsburgh, Mr. Hirsh- 
berg was chosen by William H. Brett in 1908 
to be Reference Librarian of the Cleveland 
Public Library. His keen mind, broad 
knowledge of books, and courteous manner 
made him very acceptable in this position, 
even to the learned University professors who 
patronized the Public Library. One of his 
fruitful interests was the establishment by 
the Public Library of a municipal reference 
library in the City Hall. Throughout his 
six years’ connection with the Cleveland 
Library, except for the first year, he was 
engaged by the Library School of Western 
Reserve University as Instructor in Reference 
Work and Trade Bibliography. 

In 1914 the trustees of the Toledo Public 
Library, facing the necessity for rapid ex- 
pansion of library facilities, and looking for a 
capable and vigorous new librarian, secured 
Mr. Hirshberg for the position. It was a 
heavy responsibility, involving the establish- 
ment of a branch library system. Five branch 
buildings were built and opened simultan- 


eously. Strange to say, each building was 
the work of a different architect. Several 


school branches were opened later. Under 
Mr. Hirshberg’s direction, with the co-opera- 
tion of the Chamber of Commerce and the 
Toledo Advertising Club, a Todedo Library 
Week was successfully organized. The en- 
larged staff was kept more than busy, but the 
Librarian was not then, or later, a heartless 
taskmaster. 

After seven successful years at Toledo, 
Mr. Hirshberg was appointed in 1922 to the 
position of State Librarian at Columbus. 
At that time the State Library badly needed 
reorganization and fresh development. The 
new librarian was given full power of appoint- 
ment and removal, a hand free from political 

ressure, and generous appropriations. In 

is five years in office, county library develop- 
ment was fostered, work with school libraries 
was begun and vigorously pushed, book 
appropriations were enormously increased, 
library laws were simplified, travelling library 
and direct mail book services were greatly 
enlarged, effective help was given towards 
the establishing of many new libraries and 
the strengthening of existing libraries in 
finances and personnel, and a printed news 
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bulletin was issued periodically. In the 
chequered history of the Ohio State Library, 
Mr. Hirshberg’s administration is a bright 
and shining chapter. 

During his stay in Columbus Mr. Hirsh- 
berg helped to found the Library of Grand- 
view Heights, a suburb of that city, and served 
as president of its Board of Trustees for about 
three years. 

In 1927, under a new Governor of the op- 
posite party, the State Library rapidly re- 
verted to its former state of bondage to 
politics. Mr. Hirshberg was eased out of 
the librarianship, which was in any case no 
longer an attractive or hopeful position. He 
was promptly called to become librarian of 
the Akron Public Library. 

During his short stay of two years at Akron, 


the financial base of the Library was shifted 


from the municipal to the school-district | 
plan, the library’s income being increased by | 
nearly three times thereby.

berg in 1929 to Western Reserve University, | 


in his old home city of Cleveland. The 
University made him Dean of the School of 
Library Science succeeding Miss Alice Tyler,

who had retired, and Director of the Univer- | 


sity Libraries. The latter position was newly § 
created. Up to that time the dozen libraries 
of the University had been operated as com- } 


pletely independent units. 


In the twelve years that have passed since } 


1929, Mr. Hirshberg has effected or guided 
various important developments and changes. 
A university library system has been or- 
ganized in part, particularly by means of a 
central ordering and cataloguing process, and 
of inter-library loan, messenger, and publicity 
services. A central university library was 
established and equipped in Thwing Hall in 
1934, serving primarily the Graduate School, 
but offering its facilities to all other divisions 
of the University. Case Library, formerly an 
independent subscription library of general 
character with a hundred thousand volumes 
and a very large endowment, has_ been 
gradually and at last completely merged 
with the University Library. 

It is owing to the energetic and persistent 
efforts of Mr. Hirshberg and of the late 
professor Robert C. Binkley that the Western 
Reserve University Library is now 
of a great Union Catalog, containing over 
two million card entries covering the books 
in practically all the libraries of Cleveland, 
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the more important university and college 
libraries in Ohio, and the University of 
Michigan Library. The procedure, worked 
out by Messrs. Hirshberg and Binkley for 
photographing the .original catalog cards, 
typing the new cards from the film, and 
employing for these processes a force of 
W. P. A. workers, has been adopted for 
various other catalog projects elsewhere. 

As Dean of the Western Reserve University 
School of Library Science, Mr. Hirshberg in 
1934 undertook the moving of the School into 
new and superior quarters in Thwing Hall. 


| Under his direction the course of library work 


for young people has been developed, the 


| general curriculum and the content of courses 
| have been much changed, and a new reference 
course procedure has been devised. Among 


accredited library schools, Western Reserve's 
ranks fourth in number of graduates and 
fourth in number of present students. Mr. 
Hirshberg has regularly taught the courses 
in reference work, library administration, 
and (till lately) public documents. 


Mr. Hirshberg has for many years taken a 
keen interest in the activities of the American 
Library Association, of which he is a life 
member. He was a member of the Board of 
Education for Librarianship from 1925 to 
1930, a member of the Council for many 
years, and chairman of the Curriculum Study 


» Advisory Committee for several years. He 


was second vice-president of the Association 
in 1937-1938, and vice-president of the 
Association of American Library Schools in 
1939-1940. He is a Fellow of the American 
Library Institute. Under the old A. L. A. 
Library War Service he was camp librarian 
at the Great Lakes Naval Training Station 
in 1918. He was vice-president of the Ohio 
Library Association in 1913-1914 and 1915— 
1916, and president in 1917-1918, and has 
been prominent in the Association’s committee 
work, especially in the legislative field. He is 
a member of the Rowfant Club, and has 
served on its Publication Committee. 


He is the author of ‘Elements of the Library 
Plan,” published in 1930 as part 10 of the 
A. L. A. Manual of Library Economy. The 
American Library Association is about to 
publish his ‘Subject Guide to Reference 
Books.” He has projected, also, a ‘Subject 
Guide to United States Government Publica- 
tions” in collaboration with Carl H. Melinat. 
Asa writer on library planning he is frequently 
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called upon for advice on the planning and 
remodelling of library buildings. He is the 
inventor of a library fine computer widely 
used throughout the country. 

Mr. Hirshberg is an admirable presiding 
officer, a clear and ready speaker, and an able 
teacher. He seems to keep entirely free from 
worry and nerves. He has faced several 
critical illnesses with the utmost courage and 
come back to good health. His natural dig- 
nity often dissolves into humor or a smile. 
But not when a cat is around. He hates 
them, even the excellent library mousers.

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PREFACE 


The aim of National Defense — a contribution toward a bibliography of bibliographies is to supply a finding 
list to some of the readily available bibliographies on the subject compiled between September 1, 1939 and 
April 1, 1940. The list is selective in nature in that only those bibliographies are included which are fairl 
comprehensive in scope, which have a definite relationship to some vital aspect of national defense, and whic 
are available from the various sources of compilation. Each item considered was examined by members of 
the class, its value determined, and the annotation devised with the purpose of indicating the number of sub- 
ject entries each title comprised and for whom the bibliography would prove useful. 

The arrangement is alphabetical by author or, failing an author, by title. Each entry bears a serial num- 
ber by which it may be found through the subject and title indexes. Subject headings have been derived from 
the preliminary edition of “‘Guide to library facilities for national defense,” by Carl L. Cannon (American 
Library Association, 1940), and from those listed in current periodical indexes. 

Bibliographies published by libraries, in printed or mimeographed form on various aspects of national 
defense are numerous. Because of lack of space we have included only those bibliographies which meet the 
needs set by the limits of this list and which were compiled at the centers of defense activities. However, almost 
every large public library in the United States has, within the last few months, compiled lists of their holdings 
for the benefit of the patrons. Some of these are ‘‘continuations” and are either free or available at a small cost. 
An example is the New York Public Library’s comprehensive, classified lists of current literature on industrial 
arts and engineering, ‘‘New technical books,” which are published in March, June, September and December. 
About 100 entries are listed in each issue by small subjects, and there is a detailed, annual index. The full, 
critical annotations cover points of authority, scope, up-to-dateness, suitability and usefulness. The New 
York Public Library also includes in its ‘Municipal reference library notes” a section called ‘Current civic 
literature’’ which lists materials recently accessioned on subjects important to national defense, such as engineer- 
ing, aeronautics, housing, and air raids. 

Other useful guides of continuous publication are the Aeronautical Reader's Guide, sponsored by the In- 
stitute of the Aeronautical Sciences, which lists many new books and government publications which are acces- 
sioned by The Paul Kollsman Library in New York; the “Aeronautical reviews” section of the Journal of Aero- 
nautical Sciences; the ‘‘Recent Publications of Political Interest” carried by the American Political Science 
Review; the lists on engineering frequently published in Power, Civil Engineering and Electrical Engineering; 
the annotated lists which accompany each weekly issue of Town Meeting; Bulletin of America’s Town Meeting 
of the Air; and the current aids presented by Ethel H. Bailey on ‘National defense program book aids for 
the library” which appears in The Library Journal. 

And finally may we bring to your attention the useful and usable “Bibliography of bibliographies on sub- 
jects related to national defense,’” (Bibliography series, number one) compiled by -, Meine P. Dunbar at the 
Bureau of Educational Research, Louisiana State University, which appeared in mimeograph form while the 
present bibliography was in process of compilation.
